1 . The following is a statement of examiner reasons for allowance of claims 1 - 
12,21-32,41-36: 

The present invention is directed to an apparatus, a method and a computer 
readable recoding medium for recording a computer program for detecting a 
frequency characteristic of an input signal. Independent claims 1 , 21 and 41 
identify the uniquely distinct features "selecting a one level of a section from a 
plurality of sections labeled with different levels with respect to the indication 
value and determining the selected level as the frequency characteristic". The 
closest prior art of record to Greggain (US 5,602,599) and Golin (US 5,331 ,414) 
disclose detecting a frequency characteristic of a signal and difference between 
frequency of an image signal processor and desired filtering frequency, however 
singularly or in combination, fail to anticipate or render the above limitation 
obvious.
